The aged steel baron, whose bene­ 
factions totaled more than $300,- 
OOd.OOO, 
succumbed 
to 
bronchial 
pneumonia at his summer home here 
this morning. 
A statement issued bv attending 
physicians merely said: 
“Andrew 
Carnegie 
died 
shortly 
after 7 o’clock this morning.’’ 
Carnegie early Ai his career as a 
financial leader, expressed the firm 
conviction that it was “a sin to be 
rich.” 
He sought through his count­ 
ies- gifts* to avoid this self-desig­ 
nated >in. 
His income wits so great, 
however, that it is believed he was 
able to make hut little impression 
upon hi- wealth. 
Carnegie had been incapacitated 
for several years. 
During the early 
part of the war, which came as a 
terrific shock to him, and shattered 
Iii.- ideals, he began to fail rapidly

Roof at Home of William Humphrey 
on East Second Street Damaged 
by Fire Sunday at Noon. 


Although some people have not 
been strongly in favor of the Carn­ 
egie foundation, 
the 
fact remains 
that 
Seymour probably would not 
have had 
its present 
beautiful li­ 
brary if it had not been for the a s­ 
sistance of Andrew Carnegie, who 
died this; morning at Lenox, Mass. 
Mr. Carnegie gave $10,000 for the 
oval building while the citizens pur­ 
chased the 
lot 
valued 
at $3,000. 
While the building is not known as a 
Carnegie library, it will stand for 
years as a monument to his name. 
It was on December 3, 1914, that 
the Carnegie grant of $10,000 was 
made for the Seymour library. With­ 
in a short time after that date work 
on the building was started and the 
institution was opened to the public 
in 1915. 
The library has been a growing in­ 
stitution, and while it was thought 
when it 
was 
built 
that 
it would 
answer the requirements of this lo­ 
cality for years to come, the build­ 
ing is now too small for the proper 
accommodation of the public. Afore 
floor and shelf space is needed badly 
and last spring the matter of anoth­ 
er grant to erect an addition to the 
building 
was 
taken 
up 
with the 
foundation. 
At that time it was explained that 
the Carnegie foundation was devot­ 
ing all of its time and money to war 
work and that no money was avail­ 
able for libraries. 
Buildings which 
were in course of erection during 
the war were net completed until 
after the armistice was signed. Some 
cities and towns had made applica 
tions for grants before the war hut 
the^e were withheld until after the 
first of this year. 
Scottsburg and 
North Vernon were among the towns 
in this part of the state which made 
application for grants for libraries.

For this reason it is nev­ 
er advisable to attempt to treat a 
flock until the cause of the trouble 
is known. 
The accuracy of dosage 
and careful administration of medi­ 
cine should never he overlooked.

to find something that would satisfy 
their appetites and body demands, 
j They were trying their best to tell 
j their owner that lie ought to get that 


half bushels to the acre this year. 
His chances for clover on the limed 
ground are twice as good as that on 
tile unlimed area. 
C. E. McKinney, a farmer living in 
Wayne township, the same county, 
has a 
striking 
illustration 
of the 
value of manure in increasing corn 
production, 
On badh- 
worn 
land, 
prospects for the crop where manure 
has been

are 
about sixty 
bushels to the acre while on the part 
of the field receiving no treatment. 
Mr. McKinney estimates he will not 
get over 15 bushels to the acre.

Hickman, vice-president of the Indi­ 
ana Federation of Farmers’ Associ­ 
ations, in describing the purpose of 
a meeting to plan the collection of 
the $200,000. 
Farmers 
Fund. 
Tile 
present agitation against the High 
Cost of Living, he says, shows the 
importance of agricultural organiza­ 
tion. 
“The consumers are right in their 
demand that the cost of living should 
be reduced”, declared Mr. Hickman. 
“We are with them. in our view' the 
profiteer is to blame. 
The situation 
just now is the gravest crisis the 
farmers have ever faced. 
For tins 
reason we are starting today a cam­ 
paign to raise $200,000, with which 
to fight to protect the farmer’s inter­ 
ests. 
It is, in fact a fight fund. 
“The farmers in a crisis like this 
are the first to be affected. 
The de­ 
cline of $1.50 on hogs at the local 
market in two days and 81/^ cents on 
a bushel of corn is not an indication 
of the reduction of the high cost of 
living, but merely apprehension that 
shipment may be arrested by a srtike. 
This means thousands of dollars loss 
to the fanners. 
“While they are trying to force 
down the prices of food, there is lit­ 
tle being done to force dowm prices 
of binders and other farm machin­ 
ery necessary to produce this food. 
What works one way should work 
another way just as well. 
We are 
told the price of shoes and clothing 
is to increase IOO per cent, and the 
farm machinery dealers tell us to 
look for another increase. 
There is 
more than one side to this big ques­ 
tion, and all the farmers are looking 
forward to is a square deal in this 
matter. 
“Our idea now,” said Mr. Hickman, 
“is to let the public know that we 
are with it in the fight against profi­ 
teering, and serve notice that we in­ 
tend to stand for our rights.”
